| Hamburg to Embark on Ambitious 
Project for Benefit of Local 
Needs 

Hamburg. — It is now reported 
that the senate of the (ree ciiy of 
| Hamburg has finally resolved to carry 
}into execution the project of founding 
a university for its special needs, that 
|has for so many years been the suv- 
ject of public discussion. 

The university, it is stated, is to 
have only three faculties, namely: One 
,for jurispudence, one for philosopay 
jand one for colonial science, and the 
characteristic feature is to be the co- 
|ordination of these sciences, The 
|senate proposes not to make the unli- 
versity dependent on annual granta, 
but to place at its permanent disposal 
the interest on a loan of $6,250,000. 
| The building suitable for the pur- 
pose of the university already exists, 
through the generosity of a Hamburg 
| citizen, and this philanthrophic gen- 
/tleman has elso promised to defray 
| the cost of the requisite enlargements. 
| The new university will be organ- 
| ized on the model of other German un- 
iversities, with the exception that 
; Hamburg merchants will be represent- 
}ed in the administration, and will be 
/in close touch with the colonial de 
partment,

Rome, — At _ the = extraordinary 
trial of Mouasigndre Appeddu, canon 
of Sassari Cathedral, Sardinia, pend- 
ing since August 1910, has just terin- 
inated in the local assize court, in

CANADA HAS 30,000 MILES OF 
RAILWAYS 


Transportation Development in Can- 
ada During Past Twelve Months 
Shows, Remarkable Increase—Traffic 
Shows a Record Gain Over all Pre- 
vious Years. 

Ottawa.—A summary of, railway 
statistics for the year ending June 30, 
1912, compiled by J. L, Payne, comp- 
troller of statistics for the railways 
and canals department, tabled in the 
commons, gives many illutuinating 
facta as to the recent remarkable 
transportation development of the Do- 
minion. 

During the twelve months covered 
by the report, 2,523 additional miles 
of railway were put in operation, with 
1,738 miles more reported ready for 
operation, and ten thousuuu miles 
under construction. All told. the 
railway mileage of Canada {s now over 
30,000, exclusive of sidings, doubie 
track, etc. 

Eliminating government lines, the 
total capital of Canadian railways ou 
June 30 last, was $1,588,937,526, or 
On this capital in- 
vestment dividends were paid last 
year totalling $31,164,791, equalling 
4.04 per cent. on the total stock t:- 
sue. ; 

The rapid growth in net earnings 
may be gauged from the fact t»a* in 
1907 dividends totalled only $12,760,- 
435. 

The generous measure of public 
ald to railway construction in Canada 
is shown by the fact that the total 
federal, provincial and munic!pal cash 
aid now totals over $208,000,000. 
while the land grants total over $56,- 
000,000. Federal and provincial bond 
guarantees aggregate $245,070,045, of 
which the Dominion’s share is $91,983.- 
553, Alberta has pledged its credit 
to the extent of $45,389,000; British 
Columbia, $98,406,932; Saska‘chewan, 
$32,500,000; Manitoba, $20,899,660; and 
Ontario $7,860,000. 

Traffic shows a record gain during 
the year. The number of passengers 
carried was 41,124,181, an increase of 
4,026,463 over 1911. The number of 
tons of freight hauled was 89,444,331, 
@ gain of 9,560,049. The traffic in- 


crease is reflected in the gross earn- | 


ings which totalled $219,475,173, a bet- 
terment of $30,670,259, or a little over 
16 per cent. In ten years the gross 
earnings of Canadian railways have 
more than doubled. Operating ex- 
penses last year amounted to $150,- 
736,540, or $19,691,494 more than in 
1911. Net earnings were $68,677,212, 
an increase of $10,987,504 over the 
preceding year. Net earnings per 
mile of line last year were $21,570, as 
compared with $2,272 in 1911. 


CRIME 'NCREASE IN WEST 


R:N.W.M.P. Report to Parliament 
Shows Violence Prevalent 
Ottawa.—-The report of Inspector 


Jennings, commanding the Regina dis- | 


trict of the R.N.W.M.P., incorporat- 
ed in the departmental report sub- 
mitted by Premier Borden shows that 
during the vear ending September 29 
1912, 3,811 cases had been 
dealt with in the district and 3,741 
convictions obtained, as against 2. 


745 cases entered and 2,403 convicc-| 


fons obtained in 1911. At the time 
ef the compilation of the 1912 report 
93 cases awaited trial. 

The increase in the number of 
exses in 1912 as compared with 1911, 
Inspector Jennings points out, was 
nearly sixty per cent., and the in- 
crease in the number of convictions 
fifty-six per cent. 

There is, the report continues, a 
very noticeable increase in the nun- 
ber of crimes of violence and offences 
against the person. This is, I think, 
attributable to a large extent to the 
large floating population, some a 
most undesirable class in the cour 
try, and to the great number of for- 
eigners in our midst. A very laree 
number of these crimes, the inspector 
further says, are due directly or in- 
directly to liquor or drugs

{Ail religions and religious people are 
jeither of Cain or Abel. The devil is 
| very retigious and will tolerate and 
;encourage every kind of rei!gion that 
| does Not stand upon the great atone- 
; ment, the precious blood of the substl- 
tute, the Lamb of God, 

It is impossible to know God or to 
}approach Him or to worsh!p Him ex- 
,cept through Jesus Christ, even as He 
; said: No man cometh unto the Father 

but by me; ind again: Neither know- 
‘eth any man the Father save the Son 
land he to whomsoever the Son will 
| reveal Him ¢John xiv, 6; Matt. xi, 27). 
| All religions are elther a worship of 
,; demons or of God, according to Deut. 
| xxxif, 17; 1 Cor, x, 20, and it is cer- 
; talnly stariling to think that they are 
‘worshiping God, while in truth it ts 
the way of Cain, because Jesus ts not 
jaccepted as God, and God's way of 
; Salvation is ignored. The only way 
;of approach to God fs plainly taught, 
|in Gen, fil, 21, as stated in last week's 
|lesson. Both Cain and Abel and all 
the other children and grandchildren 
lof Adam and Eve knew the way for 
Adam would not fail to teach them, 
| but some, like Abel, accepted God's 
way, while others, like Cain, listened 
to the adversery and rejected the sac- 
‘tifice and were therefore rejected by 
|God. Cain and Abel are uved ag il 
| lustrations of all the rest. Tho Phar 
| lsee and publican of Luke xviii, 10-14, 
| show the same contrast. <All who 
i think that ‘hey are gvod enough and 
,moral and honest and good citizens 
and not sinners, like some others, and 
go about to establish their own right: 
jeousness and will not submit to the 
| righteousness of God (Rom x, 3) are 
fou the line of Cain, 

Those who confess their sins and 
| plead for mercy because of redemp- 
| tion are sure to get It. The presence 
,of the Lord was manifest in the flam- 
jing sword at the east of the garden of 

Eden, ‘There, or as near as possible 
[to Wt; these hrothers came, Mike others, 
|to worship God, Abel came in God's 
‘appointed way with the sacrifice for 
|sin, for “it is the blood that maketh 
an atonement” and “without shedding 
of blood is no remission” (Ley, xvil, 
)11; Heb, ix, 22), Cain brought a 
more beantiful offering than Abel, but 
| there was no sacrifice for sin, no shed- 
ding of blood, no submission or obed- 
jience to God, The one was accepted, 
the other rejected, but how could they 
tell? As we search the Scriptures to 
;see how God accepted sacritice we 
jlearn from Ley, ix, 24; Judg. vi, 21; 
{1 Kings xviii, 88; 11 Chron. vii, 1; 
| that His method was to send fire from 
heaven to consume the offering. 

AS we see these two men and their 
offerings in the presence of the

7 the words “Sin lieth at tho door’ 
are by Young translated “A sin offer- 
‘ing is crouching He could easily 
have obtained a lamb for an cffering, 
but that would have been an ucknow- 
ledgmem! that his younger brother 
was right, and his pride and his rebel 
lions heart would not suffer him so to 
} do, See him by his lie te God in 
verse 9 still further confessing him- 
}solf a child of the devil, the futher of 
lies (John viii, 44). By his further 
| word “Am J] my brother's keeper?” he 
represents all who care not for the 
‘welfare of others, but selishly seek 
only their own. 

In Ex, xii, 4, our neighbor ts the 
one with whom we can share the lamb;
